PROTECTING YOUR INVENTION OUTSIDE THE UNITED STATES 

Since tlie rigiits granted by a U.S. patent extend only tiiroughout tiie territory of tiie United States and iiave 

no effect in a foreign country, an inventor who wisfies patent protection in anotiier country must apply for a 
patent in a specific country or in regional patent offices.
